He sees the position. as being more than 
just taking care of the roads. 

The position is primarily an ad- 
ministrative one in that it requires making 
out budget proposals, overseeing any bidding 
and the hiring of personnel, explained H^ath.

Having eight years experience with the An- 
tioch Highway Dept, Ring feels he is ready to 
"preserve a family tradition" by following in 
his father (Blaine Ring's) footsteps.

"He was.pretty much grooming me.forthis 
job," he said. 

Ring feels the township needs, a better 
snow removal policy. He would like to see 
reversable snow plows purchased. These 
plows would enable workmen to remove 
snow facing the left or the right side, ex- 
plainedRing. , 

The plows may cost a little more (about $3 
thousand), "but you'll be trading in the con- 
ventional snow plow for something that 
would cost a little more but be'-more ef- 
ficient," he said. 

"Anything that can make it easier for the 
man in the plow... the better," he said. 

"I don't feel enough money ■ is being 
budgeted for the road system," said Ring. 

He would also like to see a reintroduction, 
of the snow fence in the.township. : ; /^.^. ;
